Hurricane

Hurricane Earl is moving west, but high 
winds and heavy rain are still on the way 
for Halifax on Saturday morning. 

“It would give Halifax some decent 
winds, gusting into the 80 to 90 km/h 
range,” said Chris Fogarty with the Cana¬ 
dian Hurricane Centre in Dartmouth on 
Thursday. 

Earl is still on schedule to hit Nova Sco¬ 
tia at around 9 a.m. on Saturday, but Foga¬ 
rty stressed there is a six-hour margin of 
error. 

“The intensity of the storm could be 
weakening a little more quickly than ear¬ 
lier thought, but we’re still looking at 
maximum winds of 130 km/h when it 
makes landfall in Yarmouth, or maybe 
even up into New Brunswick,” Fogarty 
said. 

Most of the rain will fall in New 
Brunswick, but Halifax will get heavy 
downpours for a few hours. High winds 
will kick it up for about four hours, but it 
will be windy for about 12 hours. 

A tropical storm was issued for Halifax 
by Environment Canada just before 3 
p.m. on Thursday. 

“I don’t see the rainfall lasting particu-

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NDP stabilizes its 
support: Survey 


O Poll suggests NDP’s post-election decline has steadied O NDP, Liberals neck 
and neck, but many undecided O Dexter and McNeil see small popularity spike 



The slow summer months 
have been neither good 
nor bad for Nova Scotia’s 
three leading political par¬ 
ties, according to polling 
data released Thursday. 

A Corporate Research 
Associates poll has the NDP 
still in front at 37 per cent, 
with the Liberals nipping 
at their heels at 35. Those 
are the exact same num¬ 
bers as CRA’s poll in May. 

CRA president Don Mills 
said the numbers are good 


news for the NDP, who 
have seen their support 
levels dwindle since last Ju¬ 
ly’s historic victoiy. 

“They’ve stemmed the 
bleed in terms of their sup¬ 
port, and stabilized their 
position relative to where 
it was going the previous 
couple of quarters,” he 
said. 

The Progressive Conser¬ 
vatives saw a slight drop of 
three points to 21 per cent 
support, while the Greens 
made ground by the same 
amount, coming in at sev¬ 
en per cent. 

A full 42 per cent of 


those polled, however, 
were undecided, didn’t 
know, refused to answer or 
said they did not plan to 
vote. Mills said part of that 
number reflects the low 
levels of voter participa¬ 
tion in the province. 

With no threat of an 
election until 2013, the 
NDP can afford low polling 
numbers for the time be¬ 
ing. But Mills said time is 
ticking away, with several 
tough decisions to come. 

The poll is said to be ac¬ 
curate within 3.4 percent¬ 
age points, 95 times out of 
100 .

The last feriy left for the

Did creation need a cre¬ 
ator? 

British physicist and 
mathematician Stephen 
Hawking says no, arguing 
in his new book that there 
need not be a God behind 
the creation of the uni¬ 
verse. 

The concept is explored 
in “The Grand Design,” ex¬ 
cerpts of which were print¬ 
ed in the British newspaper 
The Times on Thursday. 
The book, written with fel¬ 
low physicist Leonard 
Mlodinow, is scheduled to 
be published by Bantam 
Press on Sept. 9. 

“The Grand Design,” 
which the publishers call 
Hawking’s first major work 
in nearly a decade, chal¬ 
lenges Sir Isaac Newton’s 
theory God must have been 
involved in creation be¬ 
cause our solar system 
couldn’t have come out of 
chaos only through nature. 

But Hawking says it isn’t 
that simple. To understand 
the universe, it’s necessary 
to know both how and why 
it behaves the way it does, 
calling the pursuit “the Ulti¬ 
mate Question of Life, the 
Universe, and Everything.” 

“We shall attempt to an¬ 
swer it in this book,” he 
wrote. “Unlike the answer

given in ‘The Hitchhiker’s 
Guide to the Galaxy,’ ours 
won’t be simply ‘42.’” 

The number 42 is the de¬ 
liberately absurd answer to 
the “Ultimate Question” 
chosen by sci-fi author Dou¬ 
glas Adams. 

Hawking, who is 
renowned for his work on 
black holes, said the 1992 
discovery of another planet 
orbiting a star other than 
the sun makes “the coinci¬ 
dences of our planetaiy 
conditions ... far less re¬ 
markable and far less com¬ 
pelling as evidence that the 
Earth was carefully de¬ 
signed just to please us hu¬ 
man beings.”

It’s time 
for our elected officials to 
have an adult conversation 
about our public finances.” 

“I agree. But our politi¬ 
cians will never have that 
conversation. As economist 
Don Boudreaux once put 
it, adult conversations 
about money are mature 
and responsible, because 
adults earn and spend their 
own money. I also have 
two small children and 
their financial 
conversations are infantile 
and irresponsible. It’s 
always, ‘I want that toy!’ or 
‘Let’s go to McDonald’s!’ or 
‘Take me to Disneyland!’ 
They demand these things 
constantly, which makes 
perfect sense: It’s my girl¬ 
friend and I who are 
paying. Children have 
nothing to lose by playing 
this game. If their 
demands are met, 
someone else will be foot¬ 


ing the bill. 

“The conversations 
about public finances that 
politicians have with inter¬ 
est groups (unions, 
businesses, coalition X or 
Y, all of whom want their 
goodies) are infantile for 
the exact same reason: The 
money they spend isn’t 
theirs. It’s ours.” 

“They’re like kids at a 
pinball machine into 
which no coin has been in¬ 
serted.

was a special presentation 
of early footage from the 
upcoming blockbuster se¬ 
quel Tron: Legacy to a 
packed house of giddy 
fanboys. The original Tron 
himself, Bruce Boxleitner 
was on hand to introduce 
the footage and chatted 
with Metro about the im¬ 
pact of his cult classic and 
the highly anticipated se¬ 
quel. 

“Tron was an acting job 
that I damn near turned 
down because I didn’t un¬ 
derstand it,” laughed the 
actor. “I saw some early 
test footage and was so 
impressed that I had to do 
it. We thought it would be 
a big hit, but I guess that 
took a while.” 

Audiences didn’t know 
what to make of the tech¬ 
no adventure in 1982. 
Video games and comput¬ 
ers weren’t exactly main¬ 
stream at the time, but as 
they took over our culture 
the film developed a loyal 
audience. 

“The reaction then and 
now are as different as 
night and day,” admitted 
Boxleitner. 

“It happened slowly.

I’ve signed betamaxes, 
VHS tapes, laser discs, and 
DVDs. The popularity has 
grown right along with 
the technology over the 
years and no matter what 
I go out to promote, 
everyone wants to talk 
about Tron.”

COME IN ALL 
SHAPES&SIZES 



here are many 
types of movies 
about people 
who deal in 
death to make 
a living. 

There’s the cold blooded 
killer story, the revenge 
drama and even comedic 
takes on killing for fun 
and profit. Assassins can 
be men, women, children 
and even robots. In this 
week’s The American 
George Clooney plays an¬ 
other kind of murder en¬ 


gineer, the troubled, 
introspective assassin. 
There are as many kinds 
of cinematic killers as 
there are kinds of 
weapons for them to use. 
Here’s a look back at the 
philosophies of some of 
the screen’s most memo¬ 
rable death merchants. 

Charles Bronson, as 
the skilled slayer in The 
Mechanic (soon to be re¬ 
made with Jason Statham 
and Ben Foster), teaches 
his young protege, played 
by Jan-Michael Vincent, 


some basic hitman 
lessons. “Murder is only 
killing without a license,” 
he says, adding that when 
you shoot someone do it 
right. “You always have to 
be dead sure. Dead sure 
or dead.” 

That’s key killer 
advice, but slow down, 
there is a progression to 
becoming a hitman. In 
The Professional Leon 
(Jean Reno) details the 
system. “The rifle is the 
first weapon you learn 
how to use,” he says, “be¬ 


cause it lets you keep 
your distance from the 
client. The closer you get 
to being a pro, the closer 
you can get to the client. 
The knife, for example, is 
the last thing you learn.” 

Along the way movie 
assassins also learn that 
relationships are 
verboten. Remember 
what happened to Mr. 
and Mrs. Smith (Brad Pitt 
and Angelina Jolie)? “Your 
aim’s as bad as your cook¬ 
ing sweetheart,” taunts 
John to Jane, “and that’s 


saying something!” Day 
of the Jackal’s would-be 
Charles de Gaulle 
assassin (Edward Fox) 
adds, “In this work you 
simply can’t afford to be 
emotional,” although 
sometimes feelings 
inevitably get in the way. 
Just ask Prizzi’s Honor’s 
Charley Partanna (Jack 
Nicholson) who 
memorably said, “Do I ice 
her? Do I marry her?” 

Once they’ve learned 
the ropes, one question 
remains: Why do movie 


assassins kill? 

Max Von Sydow plays 
one of the great movie 
killers in Three Days of 
the Condor, Sydney 
Lumet’s classic story of 
conspiracies and murder. 
His reasoning for doing 
what he does is chillingly 
simple. “The fact is, what 
I do is not a bad occupa¬ 
tion,” he says. “Someone 
is always willing to pay.” 
The Matador’s Julian No¬ 
ble (Pierce Brosnan) 
agrees, “My business is 
my pleasure,” he said.

MTV finally starts 
to get its mo jo back 


O Jersey Shore helps lift MTV and 
parent Viacom out of ratings slump 


MTV is getting its mojo 
back, thanks to the tanned 
twenty-somethings of Jer¬ 
sey Shore. 

Ever since its December 
debut, the show’s buzz has 
been huge - even making 
it into one of President 
Barack Obama’s speeches. 
The July 29 start of the sec¬ 
ond season, shot in Miami, 
drew 5.3 million viewers, 
nearly quadruple the origi¬ 
nal opener. And audiences 
have been staying put. 

Jersey Shore is just one 
contributor to a ratings re¬ 
bound that MTV has en¬ 
joyed since January. It 
marks MTV’s first consis¬ 
tent gain in three years. 

That’s a big win for par¬ 
ent company Viacom Inc., 
as its movie studio Para¬ 
mount Pictures has been 
paring down its slate. 
Higher ratings mean ad¬ 
vertisers from fast food 
chains to clothing retail¬ 
ers are lining up to get on 
board. Analysts say that 
should help boost the 
company’s stock price in 
the months ahead.

Axl Rose, it seems, needs a 
little more patience — and 
a much louder alarm 
clock.

stage. 

Most of the fans left, but 
Irish concert promoters 
MCD wouldn’t let Rose 
leave until he finished the 
gig. The band went back on 
stage an hour later to a 
mostly empty venue and 
didn’t stop playing until 
nearly 1 a.m. 

MCD and the 02 issued a 
joint statement criticizing 
Rose for having “a long his¬ 
tory for being late on 
stage,” but emphasized that 
“no artist should be subject¬ 
ed to missiles and un¬ 
known substances being 
thrown at them.” 

Rose’s patience snapped 
after he warned the crowd 
to stop throwing things on 
stage. “Here is the deal. One 
more bottle up here and we 
go. We don’t want to go. 
Your choice,” he told the 
crowd during an abrupt 
break to Welcome to the 
Jungle. 

But when introducing 


his other band members 
before a following number, 
up came another bottle — 
and off Rose went to a cho¬ 
rus of boos. “OK, that’s it.

“Keith Richards, Neil 
Young, Springsteen, these 
guys aren’t what you’d call 
sophisticated guitarists, but 
they’re passionate and 
they’re the best,” says 
Doucet. “I learned a long 
time ago, when I’ve got a 
guitar in my hands, don’t 
be sophisticated, be pas¬ 
sionate.” 


E ver since STP 
singer Scott 
Weiland fell off 
the stage in 
Ohio last 
month, much 
has been postulated about 
how he managed to keep 
singing without sounding 
like a guy falling off a 

stage. Was he 
lip-syncing? Is 
STP using 
backing vocal 
tracks to en¬ 
hance their 
live perform¬ 
ances? Or is 
Weiland just 
such a pro 
that he was 
able to carry 
on without 
losing his 
place? 

My guess¬ 
es: (a) Not re¬ 
ally; (b) 

Maybe; (c) 
Possibly. 

Lip-syncing 
has been a 
part of live 
performances 
for decades. 
Anyone who’s 
ever watched 
the BBC’s Top 
of the Pops 
knows that. 
Today, back¬ 
ing tracks and 
other forms 
of vocal assis¬ 
tance are 
done so slick¬ 
ly that we 
don’t even no¬ 
tice. 

Audiences 
expect perfec¬ 
tion for the 
money they 
pay hence the 
use of vocal 
augmentation 
by an unseen 
singer 

offstage (hel¬ 
lo, Ozzy!); pre¬ 
recorded 
vocal tracks 

(Britney, GaGa, etc) so that 
the performer sounds per¬ 
fect even as he/she mns 
through all their dance 
moves; and real-time pitch 
correction in the vocals so 
the singer never sounds 
flat (just about everybody). 

But we can also under¬ 
estimate how masterful 
some singers are. I sawU2 
play a two-hour set in 
Moscow last week even 
though I was right up 
against the stage, Bono ap¬ 
peared to be singing every 
word without a croak.

Then again, I’ve also heard 
that segments of the 360 
Tour are “tracked” 


because of the complexity 
of the stage show. I’ve also 
heard stories about 
AC/DC’s rigid set list. “If 
they wanted to change the 
set list,” one insider told 
me, “they would have had 
to gone back into the stu¬ 
dio.” 

And let’s not confuse 
this with the crimes of 
Milli Vanilli. That band 
was fronted by two guys 
who didn’t sing a note on 
their own albums. They 
merely mimed someone 
else’s performances and 
tried to keep it secret. To¬ 
day’s singers are singing 
along (mostly) with them¬ 
selves. 

Some people don’t care. 
They want their favourite 
songs performed perfect¬ 
ly, even though the singer 
can’t reach the high notes 
anymore. Then there are 
those who believe that 
backing tracks destroy the 
authenticity of the live 
performance and the spir¬ 
it of rock ’n’ roll. For the 
record, Weiland denies he 
was lip-syncing. And even 
if he was, this won’t 
change anything. Backing 
tracks and other forms of 
PA trickery are here to 
stay.

Katy follows her Dreams 


O Hit album proves initial success 
no fluke © Showcases different sides 



To some, the most surpris¬ 
ing part of Katy Perry’s 
sophomore success is that 
it exists. 

After all, this was the 
ever effervescent girl who 
rose to fame two years ago 
with a song about girl-on- 
girl action. She dressed like 
a cross between Betty Boop 
and Judy Jetson and sang 
songs about metrosexual 
boyfriends and partying in 
Vegas. 

Fun and catchy — but 
surely not built to last. 

Cut to 2010, and it’s 
been Periy’s year. Her No. 1 
smash California Gurls has 
become the song of the 
summer; she’s got another 
big hit with the racy 
Teenage Dream; and her 
second album of the same 
name debuted at the top of 
the charts this week, sell¬ 
ing a little over 192,000 
copies for one of the year’s 
best debuts, according to 
Nielsen SoundScan. 

“This record could 
be more important 
than the first. It

And her engagement to 
British comedian Russell 
Brand hasn’t hurt her ex¬ 
ploding star power. 

“It’s really validating, 
but not in like a mean 
girls’ kind of way feeling,” 
says a wide-eyed Periy, 
with her girlish voice, in a 
recent interview. “I’ve al¬ 
ways believed in myself 
and it’s just wonderful that 
people can finally jump on 
the train and be a part of 
something really exciting.” 

The 25-year-old Califor¬ 
nia girl hasn’t toned down 
the zaniness much on her 
latest album — and listen¬ 
ers get the feeling she 
couldn’t if she tried. In per¬ 
son, Perry comes across 
like a walking candy con¬ 
fection — on this day, she’s 
wearing her jet-black hair 
pulled back in a ponytail; 
her eyelids are colored in a 
bright blue; and she’s 
wearing a low-cut, tight 
minidress that’s a rainbow 
of colours (though she cov¬ 
ers up with a grey jacket 
because of a hotel chill). 

The video for California 
Gurls, the infectious pop 
groove featuring Snoop 
Dogg, features Perry in a 
sexy version of Candy 
Land, and the theme con¬ 
tinues with her album. 

Teenage Dream features 
songs about toxic relation¬ 
ships, moments of conflict, 


self-doubt and even inspi¬ 
ration. “(This album) shows 
the evolution that people 
weren’t expecting,” says 
Amy Doyle, MTV’s execu¬ 
tive vice-president of music 
and talent programming. 
“There are songs on this al¬ 


bum that go a little deeper 
into her feelings and aren’t 
just these poppy little 
numbers.” 

Perry calls the album 
her “black box” — where 
she reveals Katy Periy the 
artist, often obscured by

Weeknight meals must 
cut through the clutter of 
weekday chaos. And they 
must do it quickly and 
without fuss, mess, or 
toil. 

It’s a simple premise. 
Let high-flavour ingredi¬ 
ents do most of the work. 
Foods that taste great go¬ 
ing into the pot need less 
work from you to taste 
great when they come 
out. Ingredients such as 
Parmesan cheeses, bal¬ 
samic vinegars, jalapenos, 
chorizos and wasabis of 
the world. 

In the cookbook. High 
Flavor, Low Labor: Rein¬ 
venting Weeknight Cook¬ 
ing by Associated Press 
Food Editor J.M. Hirsch (to 
be released Sept. 7) ease 
and flavour rule. Because 
bland foods just don’t sat¬ 
isfy. 

“I’m not big on fancy 
techniques. I'm not a chef 
and I’ve never worked in 
a restaurant. I’m just a 
working dad who loves 
good food and won’t sac¬ 
rifice eating well just be¬ 
cause I have a crazy life,” 
he says. 

Here are some of his 
favourite high-flavour in¬ 
gredients. All are easy to 
get and even easier to use. 

Citrus juice and zest: Cit¬ 
rus effortlessly brightens 
and sharpens flavours. 
The juices are best in 
marinades, dressings, 
sauces, even soups (try a 
splash in chicken and 
tomato soups). The zest is 
great in baked goods, 
sauces, and sautes (add it 


to a saute of kale with 
garlic and grated Parme¬ 
san cheese). 

Ginger: Fresh ginger (sold 
as a funky brown root in 
the produce section) has a 
peppery sweet flavour 
and is essential to Asian 
cooking. Also try it grated 
over steamed and but¬ 
tered potatoes or mixed 
into a vinaigrette. The 
best place to store fresh 
ginger is the freezer. It 
keep for months. 

Salt: Many foods — even 
sweets — simply taste flat 
without a pinch of salt. It 
doesn’t take much, and it 
doesn’t take the pricey 
gourmet stuff. The best 
bet is kosher salt, which 
is inexpensive and easy to 
pinch. Keep a bowl of it 
next to the stove. 

Wine: It’s all about get¬ 
ting sauced. Or is that 
making sauce? Whichev¬ 
er, wine is great for 
deglazing pans. 

Hot Sauce: This is my se¬ 
cret ingredient in hum¬ 
mus and cheese sauces. 
Just a dash brightens the 
other flavours without 
adding significant heat. 

Anchovies: Anchovies are 
incredibly savoury, inex¬ 
pensive and easy to use. 
Best yet, you don’t need to 
eat them whole to appre¬ 
ciate them. Place a few in 
a hot pan and stir around: 
they will melt into a 
flavourful paste.

Jevohn Shepherd had a 
week to remember at a 
tournament Basketball 
Canada might just as soon 
want to forget. 

The 22-year-old, fresh off 
his rookie pro season with 
the Premier Basketball 
League’s Halifax Rainmen, 
made a big impression at 
the FIBA world basketball 
championship in Izmir, 
Turkey, despite Canada’s 
dismal 0-5 showing. 

Shepherd averaged 9.4 
points and 17.6 minutes per 
game, boasting a higher 
points-per-minute ratio 
than any other player on 
the roster. 

“It’s definitely (been) a 
great experience,” Shep¬ 
herd told Metro from 
Turkey. 

“Even though we didn’t 
come out with any wins, it 


was a great opportunity to 
be on the world stage and 
play against great competi¬ 
tion.” 

The six-foot-five small 
forward, who played four 
years with the Michigan 
Wolverines, was a reserve 
player for the Rainmen, av¬ 
eraging 8.1 points in 12 
games while becoming 
known for his athletic 
dunks. 

But he won’t be back 
next season, as he will play 
at Germany’s second pro 
level after signing with a 
club in Osnabruclc.

IT’S CALLED FOOTBALL 


ALL ABOARD 
CANADA FOR 
MISSION 2014 


I wasn’t in Montreal in 2008 
when more than 5,000 
Honduran fans descended on 
Saputo Stadium for what has 
become known as the biggest 
sporting debacle in recent 
Canadian memory. 

I ’m glad I wasn’t. Supporters 
who attended tell the story of 
how a home game for Canada 
was transformed from a 
winnable World Cup qualifier 
into a hostile environment for 
the Canucks — with Canadian sup¬ 
porters being pelted with everything 
from bottles to bags of urine. 

After the loss, the fans’ 
frustration turned to anger. Why 
had the Canadian Soccer 
Association (CSA) allowed so many 
tickets to be sold to the Honduran 
supporters? 

Had the cash-strapped CSA lost 
the plot? Had the cash-strapped CSA 
even known the plot? 



The Voyageurs, the Canadian soc¬ 
cer supporters group, hope those 
sorts of events are in the past. 

Jamie MacLeod, a member of the 
Voyageurs, worked with the CSA to 
ensure tickets for Saturday’s inter¬ 
national friendly against Peru at 
BMO Field in Toronto got into the 
hands of Canadians fans. 

He also helped create a banner, to 
be emblazoned with supporter sig¬ 
natures, that will hang in the south 
end of BMO Field as a reminder to 
the CSA, the players and corporate 
Canada that there is one priority for 
Canadian soccer over the next four 
years: Mission 2014. 

“The goal is to say, to the players 
on the field and to the CSA, that 
everything we do from here on in is 
about qualifying for (the 2014 
World Cup in) Brazil. 

“This is our mission. This is why 
we’re here to support you. We want 
to make Brazil.” 

Supporters such as MacLeod and 
the Voyageurs are determined to 
never let a situation like the 2008 


Montreal game happen again. 

“They were throwing bottles, 
rocks. There were people coming in¬ 
to our sections and starting fights. 
You’re in Canada, and it’s veiy diffi¬ 
cult for people like security to say, 
‘You can’t go into this section 
because of who you are’... but the 
CSA listened in the aftermath, saw 
what selling tickets to away support 
can do and they have learned from 
those mistakes,” MacLeod said. 

After the game in Toronto, the 
banner will travel across Canada, 
collecting signatures along the way. 

It will head to Montreal for a re¬ 
match against Honduras Tuesday, 
then out to Vancouver and Edmon¬ 
ton. After that, it will be wherever 
there are national team games in 
Canada, MacLeod said. 

“Canada deserves to have home 
games at home. When our players 
are forced to play away games in 
their own country, how can you ex¬ 
pect them to qualify?” 

The qualification mission has al¬ 
ready begun.
